Yes­ 
terday morning he went to the Milroy 
bank to cash a fifty dollar check, bu t 
they tu nied him down. 
He retu rned 
to the hotel and had John Smith, the 
proprietor, stand g ood for him. 
He 
g av e his name as E. P. Harmon on 
the check. 
Within a few minu tes after he g ot 
the money , Harmon left town in a 
liv ery rig , g oing north. 
Smith learn­ 
ed that the fellow had hired two rig s, 
one at either of the two liv ery s ta ­ 
bles, in order to make a su re g et­ 
away . 
Smith g rew su spiciou s and at 
once teleg raphed to the Spring field 
firm. 
They answered that no su ch 
person was employ ed by them. 
The 
officers of the neig hboring cities and 
towns were notified at once, bu t no 
clew was fou nd to Harmon u ntil late 
last nig ht, when his rig was discov ­ 
ered in a liv ery stable at St. Pau l.
